You are hereby notified to meet at Colby Gymnasium 


in said New London, on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To choose a delegate to the state convention. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to, 


defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 


4. To choose a member of the trustees of trust funds for 
the ensuing three (3)—years. | 


5. To choose a member of the cemetery commission for 
the ensuing three (3) years. 


6. To hear reports of agents, auditors and committees 
heretofore chosen and pass vote relating thereto. 


7. To find out how much money the town will vote to 


raise for the support of highways, bridges and: sidewalks, 
more than the law requires, for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to raise one hundred 
thirty-eight dollars ($138), it being understood that the 
state will set aside a like amount, to continue trunk line 
construction on the main road from Sunapee to Wilmot, 
and make appropriation of the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise seventeen hun- 
dred fifty nine 50-100 dollars ($1,759.50) to pay note cover- 
ing money borrowed by board of selectmen in 1917 for 
trunk line construction, and make appropriation of the 
Same. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise seven hundred 
fifty dollars ($750) for the maintenance of the state 
aid and trunk line roads and make appropriation of the 
same. ! 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise five hundred dol- 
lars ($500) to improve the road between Gay Messer cor- 
ner and the Otterville church, and make appropriation of 
the same. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for grading grounds about Whipple Memorial Hall 
and furnishings for the latter, and make appropriation of 
the same. 


13. To see if the town will vote to issue licenses for the - 
sale of intoxicating liquor for medicinal uses only as per 
section 14, chapter 147, Laws of 1917. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise fifty dollars, 
($50) for the observance of Memorial Day, pay same to 
Anthony Colby Post, G. A. R., and make appropriation of 
the same.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Superintending School Committee of New London: 


T hereby present my second annual report of your schools 
and property for your consideration. 

The school property has been much improved during the 
short time I have been with you. This is especially true 
of the Low Plain building. It is not, however, all that it 
should be yet. The light is still very poor, especially on 
dark days in winter and late fall. There are a few trees 
that need to be cut away and at least two or three windows 
should be added and another coat of white paint should 
be given the ceiling. The outbuildings have been much 
improved and are sanitary, to say the least. The outbuild- 
ings of the Elkins building need to be improved. This 
schoolhouse is light and in very good shape. 

Jackets can be added to the stoves. of the rural schools 
with very little trouble and expense. These jackets will 
make it possible to heat and ventilate these rooms without 
subjecting the pupils to drafts or overheating. Pupils in 
the rural schools should be given just as comfortable rooms 
as those in the village if such a thing is possible, and it’ 
is with modern conveniences. The efficiency of the school 
is increased at once. 

The seats and desks in the Elkins building have been re- 
arranged making the pupils more comfortable and remov- 
ing one source of injuring them. A difference in the at- 
tention of the pupils to their work is noticeable in several 
instances. 

The cement walk installed last fall has greatly improved 
the appearance of the yard of the Colby Hill schoolhouse 
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and added much to the cleanliness of the building. One 
of the greatest improvements made was the installing of 
the modern flush toilets in the basement of this building, 
which is in very good shape and is one of the best in the 
county. The walls and ceilings ought to be whitewashed 
another year to improve the light and to make them more 
sanitary. This ought to be done to each schoolroom each 
year. It does not cost much, but it does greatly improve 
the looks of the rooms, removes all disease germs that have 
been collecting for the year, and greatly improves the light- 
ing of the rooms. 

Your buildings are kept clean and tidy and the teachers 
try hard to keep them properly heated and ventilated. 


TEACHERS: 


We were very sorry to lose Miss Ward, who resigned to 
accept a much better paying position in Arlington, Mass. 
Miss Ward was an extra good teacher and was getting good 
results from her pupils. We were fortunate, however, to — 
secure Miss Marion Stebbins to fill her place. Miss Steb- 
bins came to us highly recommended as a student but with- 
out teaching experience. She is proving herself to be all 
that was expected of her and is a very efficient teacher. 
The school is doing good, efficient work under her teaching. 

We were fortunate enough to retain all the other teach- 
ers, which is quite unusual for these days. I am sure that 
your teachers are progressive, industrious and improving. 
They are a very agreeable corps to labor with, always will- 
ing to take suggestions and to do their best to carry them 
out. It isa pleasure to work with them. 


SCHOLARSHIP. 


Some of our pupils are not yet up to grade but many 
more are up to grade today than were a year ago. We 
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are sure that the pupils as a whole have advanced and 
that several are ready to be graded for an eight-grade sys- 
tem. We are about to make some changes in grading some 
of the more advanced pupils. A few have been able to ad- 
vance a grade during the year, doubtless others will be 
able to do so before the year closes. It is just as bad to 
keep ‘pupils back a grade after they are prepared to pass 
on as it is to promote them before they are prepared. In 
either case they are out of grade and lose their interest. 
Some parents do not understand why their child cannot. 
be promoted when some other child is with whom their 
child has been to school in-the same grade, perhaps, for 
several years. It is not the length of time a child has been 
to school but the work that he can do that should decide 
his promotion. Some children can do more work in one 
day than another can in three. That is his good fortune 
and he should not be held back for the slower child. Pro- 
motions must necessarily be left largely to the teacher and 
superintendent as they are the ones who are with the chil- 
dren most during their school work and are as impartial 
as it is possible for anyone to be. During the four terms 
we have been with you we have made one hundred eighty- 
five (185) visits to your schools. Each visit to the village 
building means several visits to each teachér, some longer, 
some shorter; but we have only counted each visit to the 
building. At each visit we take notice and often notes 
of each pupil and how he seems to be working and pro- 
eressing. We do not depend upon examinations and writ- 
ten lessons entirely; in fact these count only a fourth 
toward promotions. A child cannot be promoted simply 
because he tries hard. He must be able to do the work. 
Teachers and superintendent need the help, sympathy 
and co-operation of the parents. We wish they would 
visit the schools oftener that they may see just what is 
being done. We want them to feel free to talk with us 
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about the schools and to make any suggestions they desire. 
Of course we do not promise to follow all suggestions made 
but we are glad to receive them and often they are a great 
help. 

In closing, I wish to say that it has been a pleasure to 
work with you and the teachers. You have always given 
us your support and co-operation. |

Town of New London, an ordinance in relation to the 
town, passed March 8, 1910: 


““Voted, To elect a board of cemetery commissioners and 
place the care of all cemeteries or parts of cemeteries con- 
trolled by the town, and all funds and bequests for ceme- 
tery purposes in their hands; after the first election, the 
term of office of each member shall be three years, one mem- 
_ ber elected annually. 

‘*This commission shall have the management of all trust 
funds and report on the same annually; shall have the 
power to fix the term of sale of lots; shall represent the 
town in such sales; shall keep a record of all sales and con- 
tracts; shall have power to make contracts on behalf of the 
town for the permanent care of lots and all other matters 
pertaining to the cemetery; shall appoint superintendent 
and other agents; shall cause a suitable record of all in- 
terments and transfers to be kept; shall report annually 
with other town officers.’’ 
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
